This money was 
left in Weicher’s bands, and the latter 
used it in sp2culation. He reported to 
his uncle that inside of sixty days the 
money realized $8.000 aside from the 
interest; the uncle, however, preesed 
Weicher for the money. The latter 
on buhalf of the firm made out one 
day a sight draft for 489,000 marks on 
a firm in Mannheim, Germany, where 
Field & Lindley had no balance. 
They counted upon covering this 
draft by a cable transfer; to obtain 
the latter, there being no funds, forg- 
ery was resorted to. On November

: : 
The Distance from Reno to 
Carson Reduced to 
Twenty Miles. 


| Washoe, Franktown and the Farmers 
of Washoe Valley Brought to the 
Edge of Our City Limits. 


The writer dors not expect nor even 
has the slightest idea that the people 
of this commanity will erecta statue 
to his memory, nor even inscribe his 
name on @ siu.ple tablet, for the sug- 
gestions offered in times past, or set 
out in the following, for the benefit of 
the town and county. And it must 
be admitted that bis financial siand- 
ing and flooence, as our friend 


* Thompson calls it, is limited, yet 


more one ‘idea hag eminated from 
bis brain that has, ‘after 
due consideration by the solid men of 
the town, found favor and has become 
a -olid reality, while others are ina 
fair way to become established facts; 
so as long as encouragement is offered 
why not go on with the good work? 
At divers and sundry times, occasion 
has made it necessary for him to 
traverse the roads from Reno to Car- 
son, and it has often been a wonder 
that the distance by the wagon roads 
had not been shortened something 
over ten miles, thereby bringing the 
southern extremity of the county 
much nearer the county seat, and 
Carson only twenty miles away.” 
The road to Tahoe via Galena creek is 
almost a settled thing. Why not go 
lartheßh and extend a branch road 
from ‘the Tahoe road into Washoe 
Valley, crossing the plateau directly 
back of Huffaker’s or Brown’s, bear- 
ing weet of Galena mountain, passing

If the farmers at the south 
end of the county could drive from 
their homes in a couple or three hours.

sides, it would afford them a market 
that is now too far away to be of mach 
‘Benefit to them.

It may be that 
they draw the public for awhile, but 
they do not. furnish lasting attractions. 
Take the ‘vanishing lady,“ for ex- 
umple. In its way it was a wonderful 
thing, and the mechanism necessary 
was elaborate and costly; but every 
one knew that the woman must neces- 
sarily disappear through a trap in the 
stage, and the only mystery lay in the 
cleverness with which the feat was ac- 
complished. Here was no illusion, 
properly speaking, nor anything to ex- 
cite wonder. A trick, to be really 
worth anything, must be seemingly a 
miracle, inexplicable to the mind of the 
spectator. ! ; 
The best tricks are those requiring 
the least apparatus. No feat of magic 
ever attempted on the stage has cre- 
ated a more profound sensation than 
did the famous ‘sphinx’ when it first 
appeared in Europe. Even the scien- 
tific men went wild over it. It was the 
first thing of its kind ever seen, and for 
a lon: time no one suspected that the 
body to which the talking head be- 
longed was concealed behind two mir- 
rors that stood at an angle with each 
other beneath the table. The extreme 
simplicity of the means used for de- 
ceiving was the most effective point. 
But the performer is most successful 
when he employs for the purposes of 
legerdemain everyday articles, such as 
people are accustomed to. Audiences 
are always entertained to see rabbits, 
guinea pigs and other articles taken off- 
hand out of the hat of the fat gentle 
man who has been so imprudent as to 
take a front seat near the middle aisle. 
“This sort of trick is much more 
simple and easily performed than you 
may suppose. I descend from the stage 
and borrow a silk hat from any gen- 
tleman.syho will give me one. The 
first things to be taken from the hat 
are alrendy concealed on the inside of 
my coat.
